was given to the Heine Safety Boiler 
company of Chicago, 
not 
including 
the smoke stack, for $11,068 , while 
the bid of the Vogt Boiler company 
of Lauisville, Ky ., was $10.309 , not 
including the stack, which is $759 be­ 
low the successful bidder. The Heine 
company promo <1 the council to give 
the city , free of charge, a feed w ater 
regulator, valued a t three hundred 
dollars, whieh will make the success­ 
ful bidder only $159 higher than the 
Vogt company ., 
Councilmen C. IT. P arson s and 
O. 
C. Xorris were the champions of the 
Vogt boiler anc^ held out for it until 
the last. 
T11 fact, they never were 
in favor of the Heine boiler and they 
did not vote for it, their two votes 
coming up for the V ogt/ while Coun­ 
cilman Alva 
Xcwhousc, 
George F, 
^ 
Moore and 
Ed Kelly put the Heine 
boiler through. 
Council Norris and 
Parsons contended all during the dis­ 
cussion of the past four weeks that 
the Vogt boiler was not only as good 
but was by far the better boiler of the 
two and could be purchased for less 
money ." On the other hand, A. T. M a­ 
han, superintedent of the plant and 
the three councilmen held out for the 
Heine boiler, believing that it was 
worth more than the additional mon­ 
ey which must be paid for it. 
Councilmen Parsons and 
Xorris 
have a long list of reasons why they 
believe the Vogt boiler should have 
been accepted. 
Their principal rea ­ 
son is because it was cheaper. 
And 
again they declare that it is built on 
better scientific as well as better me­ 
chanical 
principles. 
Dr. Parsons 
say s th at the Vogt people have been 
making boilers for forty y ears while 
the Heine company has been in opera­ 
tion for only thirty y ears. 
The two 
councilman opposed to 
the 
boiler 
which was chosen say that the prin­ 
ciples by which the Vogt boiler is op­ 
erated are much more practical than 
the one which was purchased. 
On the other side, A. T. Mahirt and 
the three councilmen who voted to 
accept the Heine boiler, contend that 
it is worth much more than the dif­ 
ference between the two 
contracts.

Chicago, Nov. 3.—An indictment has 
been returned 
by the grand jury
